It is not 
possible te economize on the ex- 
penditure by retrenchment as it 
is on current Public Works and 
other votes, because the’ amount 
depends on the length of life of 
the pienta. [t is inevitable 
niso that in the carly years the 
receiptd exceed the payments, 
and in the later years this is 
often reversed. And as the 
Government is bound to make 
up any deficiency from current 
taxation it would not be fair to 
throw the whole burden on to 
the taxpayers of the future. 
“The accumulated funds are al- 
, invested in stock of the 
Government concerned, und are 
therefore really lent at interest 
to the taxpayers, The whole

_ SPECIAL WARD CONSIDERED 
IMPRACTICABLE . 


In view of the good work achio- 
ved‘in the anti-oplum ward at the 
Tung Wah Eastern Hospital, some 
members of tho Directors of the 
Hospital suggested that an anti- 
heroin ward would prove most 
desirnbie, but, after due consid- 
cration, the schomo was turned 
dé¥n as impracticable. 

In an Interview with Mr. Lo 
Wing-kit, chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the Tung Wah 
Hospital, yesterday, we were in- 
formed that one of the greatest 
obstacles in tho way of anti-hero- 


in work was the lack-of space in}. 


the Hospital. There jis only ac- 
commodation for about 500 people, 
said Mr. Lo, and the medical offi- 
cers there have all thoir work .cut 
out to cope with thesb patients, 
without having to specialise in 
anti-heroin work, , 

The antl-oplum ward, consist- 
ing of 12 beds, was supported by 
the Government, Mr, Lo stated, 
and ovon though’ this small num- 
ber of- pationts aro treated at ono 
time, it is a long and slow:cure. 

It has beon suggested that in 
the case of Singapore, drug ad- 
dicts will always go to the Hos- 
pital for treatment so long as they 
have no money to buy the drugs 
and they want treatment to help 
them to quoll their desire for nar- 
cotics, but tho moment a_ little 
money Is available, forgotten are 
all their good resolutions and the 
old habits ure given full play. 

It has been suggested that the 
money intended for the anti-horo- 
in work would be better expended 
providing more open spaces for 
the poor of ‘the Colony, but so far 
no decision has been mnde_ re- 
garding this proposal.
